In talking with opponents of the proposed Franchise to The 
Salem Electric Light and Power Company we find that their ob­ 
jections are as follows: 


First—They think that the clause requiring us to maintain 
the present rates of the Salem Company is not binding and that 
the company would be likely to increase them within a year. I his 
clause is legally binding and tbcre would be no possibility of escape 
from it. 
The Public Utility Commission would very quickly 
squelch any company endeavoring to raise rates after having vol­ 
untarily agreed as a condition of its franchise that it would not 


do so. 


Second— They think the term of franchise too long. 


Now the Company proposes to invest in this community 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars. 
It is obvious that no sane 
person would do this on any shorter term than twenty-five years, 
any more than he would build a costly residence on ground rent­ 
ed on a short time lease. The two cases are practically similar. 


Third—They think that competition should be maintained. 


Now you have had competition for nearly eight years and 
the result has been a reduction in rates until neither company has 
ever been able to pay dividends. 
The rates are lower than those 
of any of the surrounding towns, even those of vastly greater P°P' 
ulation. 
The franchise guarantees this low rate for a period of 
twenty-five years. At present you have no guarantee that there 
will not be an immediate application to the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission or an increase of rates and the facts above cited would 
offer the best of reasons for granting it. 


Fourth—They seem to think that the proposed franchise is 
exclusive and bars out any competition. 


This is not the fact and there is nothing whatever to prevent 
council from granting as many additional franchises as it may 
see fit. 


Fifth—1They think it might bar municipal ownership.

is nothing whatever in the franchise to alter the present rights of 
the city in this respect.
